ON HENRY BEATTIE 


Detectives at Prisoner's Elbow 
lo Prevent Suicidal Attempt 


Beattie Scoffs at Idea That He 
Might Try to Take His Life. 
“I’m Not Thinking for a Min- 
ute of Killing Myself,” He 
Says. 


Richmond, Va., September 10.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—A death watch of seven county 
detectives has been placed on Henry C. 
Beattie, Jr., in his cell in the old Ches- 
terfield county jail. From the instant 
of his conviction there has never been 
a second of time that not one was at his 
elbow to prevent any act of suicide 
that he might contemplate. He en- 
joyed such unusual freedom of action 
while his case was on trial, strolled 
with his relatives and friends before 
court convened and during the midday 
recesses that the passing of poison 
would have been a very easy matter. 

Beattie himself, his roving eyes ex- 
pressing blank sullenness and scoffing 
at the idea that he might try to commit 
suicide, said today: 

“IT am not a dead man yet, and I am 
not finished yet. The verdict was ter- 
ribly unjust. I am innocent, and I'll 
prove it, Just wait till my lawyer 
gets this case before the supreme 
court. 

“The verdict was a surprise to me. 
It pretty nearly took all the courage 
out of me last night. But I am going 
to come out all right, and I’m not 
thinking for a minute of killing my- 
self. I slept pretty well last night, and 
I’m chiefly busy today trying to fix 
my cell up comfortably and am setting 
traps to keep the rats from chasing 
over my bed. 

“Perhaps the court will permit me 
to be removed back to the Richmond 
jail while my appeal is pending, I hope 
so. The attendants here treat me very 
well, but the rats make my nights hor- 
rible. 

“IT don’t want it thought that my 
courage is gone yet. Any idea that I 
am contemplating making a confession 
ig. wrong; anybody that says I intend 
to confess is a liar. I didn’t kill my 
wife.”’

‘GERMANY'S REPLY 


Counter Proposals Submitted 
lo Board of Specialists 


Germany’s Demands Are Such 
in Regard to the Moroccan 
Controversy That Doubt Ex- 
ists as to a Settlement---Ger- 
many Faces Money Crisis. 


Paris, September 10.—+sermany’s 
counter proposals to those submitted 


by France regarding the settlement of 
the Moroccan difficulty reacheq Paris 
last night. M. De Zelves, the foreign 
minister, after taking cognizance of 
them, immediately carried the docu- 
ment to Premier Caillaux. The two 
ministers examined its contents and 
decided to submit the counter -pro- 
posals to specialists on Moroccan ques- 
tions, notably M. Regnault, the French 
minister to Morocco. When they have 
formed an opinion the premier will 
call a meeting of the cabinet, probably 
on Thursday, and lay the whole mat- 
ter before the ministers for decision. 

In accordance with an agreement 
made with the German government, no 
cammunication was made to the press 
concerning the text of the document, 
but it is understood Germany in re- 
turn for the recognition of France's 
free hand in .Morocco demands eco- 
nomic guarantees which amount to 
privileges and which would be unac- 
ceptable not only to France but to all 
the other powers, as they would prac- 
tically -suppress commerciai’ equality 
in Morocco, 

Germany’s Financial Troubles. 

It appears certain that the financial 
difficulties of Germany are partly the 
result of the operations of French 
financiers. The wermany monetary 
world was caught at a time when it 
could not resist the sudden hostility 
of the Paris bankers, who three weeks 
ago began to cut off the credits which 
concerned Geru.any. Much Berlin paper 
is held in Paris and considerable by 
Swiss banks, which are debtors to 
the Paris bankers. When the politi- 
cal situaticn was taking on a dark 
chase as an ordinary measure of pru- 
dence, French financiers began calling 
in the debtS owed by Germany. Ger- 
man embarrassment immediately was 
perceived, and this process was en- 
couraged by the French government 
aS a diplomatic maneuver. 

A French banker of distinction, who 
has close relations with the govern- 
ment, returned here Friday from Ber- 
lin, where he has made a thorough 
examination of the situation. There is 
no disposition among the Paris bank- 
ers to push matters too far, but they 
explain they desire the return of their 
money at a time when apprehensions 
concerning the political futures exists. 
Distrust among the Germans of their 
own government with reference to 
finances js, in French opinion, going to 
exercise a strong influence in settling 
the Moroccan controversy. It is known 
that the financial flurry has been in- 
tensely annoying to German statesmen.

In view of the conservatives, who 
have announced their intention to sup- 
port the Laurier government, Premier 
Roblin, of Manitoba, has said consérv- 
atives who intend to vote for reciproc- 
ity will not in so doing be voting 
against their party principles. Pre- 
wier Roblin has borne the brunt of 
the anti-recipreity campaign since it 
opened. Those opposed to the pact 
bave confined themselves to showing 
that under reciprocity. Canada 
lose her independence, her loyalty to 
Great Britain and will be weakened, 
and annexation to the United States 
will be encvuraged. Canada, they 
claim, will be the dumping ground of 
United States natural products in sea- 
s0ns thit are disastrous to home- 
grown products. 

Won't Absorb American Ideas. 

The liberals ridicule the theory that 
Canada will absorb United States 
ideals of government through her 
growth of trade in that country. They 
point out that. certain grains are no 
longer being grown in the United 
States, and a market is there for Can- 
ada’s surplus products, more profitable 
to deal in than that of England. 

The market growers still offer a 
united front to reciprocity, and it is 
claimed the Canadian Pacific railway, 
through its former solicitor, is active 
in opposition to the government. 

Each Side Claims Victory. 

Ottawa, Ontario, September 10.—The 
Canadian election campaign has now 
been in full swing for a month. An 
armyp of . orators has been busy 
throughout the country daily and large 
‘quantities of political literature have 


j been distributed. Today the leaders of 


each party claim victory is assured. 

“Victory is in the air,’’ declared Pre- 
mier Laurier at a meeting in London, 
Ontario, Friday. “I find for the cause 
I represent such enthusiasm as I never 
found before.” 

Premier Laurier has, been through 
Ontario, Quebec and the’ maritime prov- 
inces, speaking daily to unparalleled 
audiences. This week he goes to the 
district around Quebec aity to finish 
the campaign. 

“I am confident that on September 
21 the electors of Canada will cast 
their votes against the ratification of 
reciprocity,” declared Opposition Lead- 
er Borden at Charlottetown on Friday. 
Mr. Borden has spoken at the prineipal 
centers of Canada and also has had 
large and enthusiastic audiences. 

Leading speakers of both parties 
have attracted unusually large audi- 
ences. The size of the gatherings in 
the midst of harvesting season is taken 
8s evidence that Canadians are ethor- 
oughly interested in the question of 
reciprocity. 

Government campaigners are seeking 
to keep the fiscal aspect of the reci- 
procity to the front, and their cam- 
-paign has been directed principally 
toward educating the Canadian farmer 
snd fisherman to the great mutual 
benefit which it is is claimed they will 
get from free access to American mar- 
kets. Liberals have scouted as Sb- 
surd the contention of conservatives 
that reciprocity will lead Canada away 
from England and to the United States. 

Conservative campaigners have 
largely confined themselves to the sen- 
timental de. The British flag, the 
maintenance of British connection un- 
til weakened and problems against 
closer relations with the United States 
‘orm the basis of their speeches. Pres- 
ident Taft, Champ Clark, J. J. Bill and 
others are quoted daily from conserv- 
ative platforms to show annexation of 
Canada is the ulterior motive of Amer- 
icans in agreeing to reciprocity, It is 
conceded that if the conservatives can 
convince a majority of the electors that 
reciprocity tends toward annexation, 
the government will be defeated, It 
likewise seems certain that if govern- 
ment speakers satisfy voters that an- 
nexation is impossible, the government 
will be returned by a substantial ma- 
jority and reciprocity ratified.

Seventy thousand 
survivors surround Nanking, where 300 
are dying daily. 
«Similarly aistressing details are be- 
ing received from many cities. It is 
feared the waters will not subside be- 
fore the middle of October. The floods 
this year were unusually early, and 
caught the crops before they had ma- 
tured.

STILL AT WAR 


President of Clarke Association 
Prints Spicy Card--His Res- 
ignation Accepted. 


Athens, Ga., September 19,—(Special.) 
Last night at an adjourned meeting of 
the Clarke Courty Medical Association, 
the resignations of the president, Dr. 
D. H. DuPree, and the secretary, Dr. 
John Gerdine, were accepted unani- 
mously, but not till it came to the 
ears of the society that an “explana- 
tion” of Dr. DuPree’s resignation ha 
been given to the public press, 

The society met and the resignation 
of the president, which was tendered 
at the last meeting—a rather spicy 
one—had not been accepted or acted 
upon. The doctors learned of a card 
of explamation that the paper had got- 
ten hold of and by circling around the 
city in autos a quorum was reassem- 
bled and resolutions were adopted ac- 
cepting the resignation and setting 
forth some explanations on the part of 
the society. 

Dr. DuPree stated in his card that 
‘he resigned on account of strife among 
the members of the society and on 
account of the fact that certain news- 
paper articles have brought the society 
into ill repute. He stated that in his 
resignation he confessed his disap- 
proval of these things, which he could 
not step. The society, in resolutions, 
declared that the strife had been of 
long standing; that the articles alluded 
to had not been published till after the 
resignation of the president, and stated 
that “no one had been able to lay his 
finger on any of the ‘certain members’ 
charged with publications.”

to the presidency, and Dr. 8S, R. Bere- 
Gict was chosen secretary. 


BRITISH MERCHANTMEN 
SAIL WITH 41,000 BALES 


Savannah, Ga., september 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With 41,000 bales of cotton, 
four steamships flying the British flag 
cleared today. The valuable cargoes 
are for Liverpool, Bremen and Man- 
chester. 

The four veszels are: Dominion, for 
Liverpool, about 15,000 bales; Anglo 
Bolivian, Bremen, approximately 6,009 
bales; Author, Manchester, approxi- 
mately 10,000 bales, and Meltonian, 
Liverpool, approximately 10,000 bales. 

The present season in the cotton 
business, beginning on September 1, 
has been remarkable for the way the 
crop has moved, for the fact that the 
crop is two weeks edrlier than usual, 
and that the foreign exports are unu- 
sually heavy for tuis early. 

It is said in shipping circles that 
the first half of this month will very 
nearly shatter all records for the unu- 
sualily large amount of cotton which 
has been shipped. For the first ten 
days of-the season the movement has 
been very free, and the great number 
of bales which leave today will sweil 
the total to a remarkable extent.

VERY IRREGULAR 


Farmers Believe Crop Is Small 
and Will Hold 


Distinct Improvement in Texas 
and Oklahoma--- Rains Hurt 
Crop in South Carolina: and 
Worms Do Damage in Ala- 
bama and Mississippi. 


Memphis, September 10.—Improve- 
ment of a distinct nature is indicated 
in the cotton crop during the past 
week in Texas and parts of Oklahoma, 
Elsewhere the improvement was ir- 
regular and not general. To central 
and northern and western Texaa, it is 
said that the recent rains have been 
very beneficial ang that with a de- 
layed frost the late crop will be large, 
although in southern Texas there are 
eections where the bulk of the crop 
has already been picked. 

In South Carolina rains almost daily 
following the storm of two weeks ago 
have damaged open cotton ang kept 
pickers from the field, the moisture 
adding but little to the late crop’s 
promise as the supply of rain had al- 
ready been sufficient. 

Worm damage in Alabama ang Mis- 
sissippi has been extensive, the area 
affected having been extended during 
the week. Much has been stopped 
from further growth and setting of 
bolis by being entirely stripped of 
all foliage and new fruit formation. 
Boll weevils have put an end to mak- 
ing cotton in Louisiana, southern Mis- 
Sissippi and southern Arkansas, the 
damage from this pest appearing now 
greater than was generally anticipat- 
ed, 

Cotton is generally opening very 
rapidly and picking !s begun in all 
districts and will very soon be in 
full headway. The farmers believe 
that the crop is no@ a big one and 
many correspondents report that they 
are not willing sellers and will hold 
after selling early pickings if the 
price does not improve, 

To Watch Spot Situation. 

New Orleans, September 10.—This 
week the cotton trade is going to 
watch the September spot gituation 
very closely, and it would not be at all 
Surprising if the contract market fol- 
lowed any developments in it. There 
are vague rumors in the air of a 
Squeeze in September in Liverpool; if 
any such thing ts on, it ought to show up 
very plainly this week. Bears contend 
that any such squeeze could easily be 
met by hige shipments from the south, 
and some of them predict a large move- 
ment from Savannah to Liverpool]; if 
this prediction has @ good foundation 
it ought to be in evidence this week, 
as the time for shipments from this 
side to Liverpool is getting decidedly 
short. 

The efforts of spot shorts to cover 
their September engagements will be 
one of the most important features of 
the market this week. Already a 
huge amount of spot cotton has been 
purchased by the exporters, but it is 
claimed that September commitments 
are unusually large this year, and that 
much more of the actual stuff has to 
be bought. The buying of spot means 
selling of hedges in the future market. 
This selling has already weighef on 
the contract market to some extent, 
and it may be that it will balance the 
effectg of the spot demand unless hold-

Spots Higher Than Futures. 

It is claimed in telegrams and let- 
ters from the eastern sections of the 
belt that spots are selling their cot- 
ton on a higher basis than futures in 
the big contract markets. Should the 
bulls collect sufficient evidence this 
week to support this claim strongly, 
it will help them in their claim for 
higher prices. The least sign of the 
granting of concessions on the part of 
the growers will quickly work the 
other way. The market is fast ceas- 
ing to be a mere weather affair, and is 
being governed, to a great extent, by 
the gpot- market. This tendency ought 
to become more pronounced this week. 

If signs are worth anything, the 
movement ought to increase in rather 
a sensational manner this week. On 
the end of last week, some traders 
predicted that the coming week’s into- 
sight would be well upward to half a 
|million bales. Such a great increase in 
the movement ought to arouse bearish 
sentiment, although, when analyzed, 
it can hardly be said to do more than 
measure the demand for cotton. Prob- 
ably big’ receipts will help the bears 
more than bulls. 

The coming week promises to be full 
of interest. Big operators are lined 
up On eitner side of the contract mar- 
ket, and trading promises to become 
greater in volume.

Threatened Industrial War One 
Underlying Trouble 


Much Depression Is Noted! 
Abroad -- Moroccan Dispute 
Felt Far and Wide in Finan- 
cial Circles---Eyes on Threat- 
ened Strike of Shopmen. 


New York, September 10.—Prices of 
stoéks made a further recovery in the 
first part of last week in continuation 
of the movement of the end of the 
previous week. HesitatiOn and weak- 
ness developed again before the end of 
the week, however, and gains estab- 
lished on the recovery were canceled. 
Professional operators explain the 
movement as due to failure of buyers 
who supported the market at the low 
level reached in August. 

Such a rally in the course of an ex- 
tended decline is a usual feature, even 
with no other forces at work than the 
purely technica] causes thus indicated. 
Last week explanations were to be 
found also in the course of the news 
for the temporary advance. 

It had been feared that a_ crisis 
might have been reached in the 
Moroccan dispute that might conceiv- 
ably have provoked war. Danger of 
such an outcome appeared to be les- 
sened. Hopes were felt that a peaceful 
settlement might be reached of the dis- 
pute between western railroads and 
their shopmen. The recurrence of the 


market’s depression in the latter part 
of the week was taken to show the 


remaining possibilities for trouble on 
both these accounts, 
Foreign Sources of Depression, 

The conspicuous part played by 
sales of stocks for foreign account 
pointed to foreign sources of the de- 
pression. Evidence corroborative of 
this view was found in the extraordi- 
nary percentage of the reserve main- 
tained by the Bank of England, the 
rise in the private discount rate in 
Berlin and the policy pursued by the 
Bank of France to protect its gold 
holdings. There were events beyond 
the Moroccan negotiations which indi- 
cated industrial and commercial causes 
also for the depression abroad. The 
British foreign trade return for Au- 
gust demonstrated the heavy cost of 
the railway strike. 

Riotous demonstration in France 
against high cost of foods proved the 
existence of an economic trouble sim- 
ilar to that in this country last year. 
Over-extension of credits in Germany 
called forth a restrictive policy by the 
Reichs bank several months ago, 
forcing up the private discount rate in 
Berlin and driving, borrowers to resort 
to other money markets, including New 
York. 

, Some very broad generalizations find 
a place in current attempts to explain 
the market, owing doubtless to the 
confusion of sentiment over the out- 
look. For instance, the coming effect 
of competition from the Panama canal 
is urged to explain ‘the decline in the 
trans-continental railroads. Attention 
was given to a paper read before the 
British association alleging the great 
output of gold as a cause for high 
prices and the unrest of labor. 

The biast furnace output in August 
and the furnace capacity active on 
September 1 showed notable expansion 
for the month. Bank clearings for the 
month outside of New York made fa- 
vorable comparisons both with last 
year and the year before. The action 
of the cotton market failed to bear out 
reports of further deterioration. The 
government crop report proved corn 
to have improved during August, but 
showed serious further decline in 
spring wheat.

BRENAU, HALF CENTURY OLD, 
CLOSES THROUGH LACK OF FUNDS 


Eufaula, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-Because the territory tributa- 
ry to Bufaula is so thoroushly and 
cheaply covered by state and denomina- 
tional schools, Alabama Brenau _col- 
lege-conservatory, formerly Union col- 
lege, which has been operated as a 
girl's school since 1854, will not open 
this fall.

Professor Wilkinson says that in his 
three years here he has lost several 
thousand dollars of his own money try- 
ing to run a first-class institution, and 
that he spent $1,400 this summer ad- 
vertising the college and traveling, 
preparatory to opening this fall. 

Following the announcement. that 
President Wilkinson would not open 
the college, the city council held a 
special meeting and Mayor McDowell 
was instructed to communicate with 
Presidents Van Hoose and Pearce con- 
cerning maintaining Alabama Brenau. 
In 1905, when these two men took 
charge of Alabczma Brenau, they made 
a contract with the city to maintain a 
first-class college for girls here for ten 
years for certain considerations which 
they at that time received.

Dr. Ogden Delivered Striking 
Message to Large Congre- 
gation Sunday Evening. 


“The Undertow” was the very unique 
and interesting subject on which Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden, pastor of the Central 
Presbyterian church, preached to a 
large congregation Sunday evening. 

Just as the undértow of the surf is 
stronger and more perilous in propor- 
tion to the majesty and splendor of the 
incoming waves, so is the undertow of 
life more awful and more destructive 
in proportion to the splendor of our 
modern civilization, said Dr. Ogden. 

With the tide of prosperity rolling 
high, there is beneath it the undertow 
of poverty;. with the social life of 
the world more joyous and full of hap- 
piness than ever ‘before, there is be- 
neath it the undertow of sorrow and 
unhappiness and disquietude; with the 
national conscience aroused to right- 
eousness and truth as it never was be- 
fore, there is beneath it the undertow 
of depravity; with religious forces 
stronger than ever before in the world’s 
history, there is beneath it the under- 
tow of disbelief and doubt and ques- 
tioning. ; 

“Security may be ours,” said Dr. 
Ogden, “if, like the psalmist, our foot- 
hold is secure. No place in life can be 
apart from the awful tug of life’ under- 
tow. Safety depends not in fleeing, but 
in taking our stand on principles that 
are sound, and keeping within the 
ropes,” | 

What of the life that is caught by 
life’s undertow, he asked, and sweep- 
ing out to destruction? For the surf 
bathers to stand by while the océan’s 
undertow claimed a victim, would be 
disgraceful and ignoble. Ig the duty 
any less in life?

At the last analysis, a 
poem is simply a form, a vehicle, for getting before the mind 
definite arguments, facts, or pictures ef facts.

Then, with his wife and 
daughter beside him, Webb was made 
the guest of honor at a convicts’ din- 
ner, the rope with which he was to 
have been hanged being cut into smal] 
Pieces and distributed by his daugh- 
ter as “favors” among the prison in- 
mates assembled at the table. 

The governor is reported as saying 
that he was moved to commute the 
man’s sentence by reading two poems 
setting forth the tragedy of the gal- 
lows. If that is the best réason he 
can advance, the commutation must 
stand as a lasting stain upon his rec- 
ord as an administrator of the law. 
While capital punishment is held by 
society to be a necessary penalty upon 
murders and a wholesome deterrent to 
thosé who may be inclineg to become 
murderers, state executives are not 
supposed to interfere with its inflic- 
tion merely from motives of sheer

The poem was written years ago ag 
a reflex impression of a lynching. 
Poetry is good in its place, but the 
realm of law enforcement is hardly 
its place. Sentiment cries out against 
taking a person's life even by legal 
means, but the law in most states say 
that lives shall be taken in certain 
instances. When sentimentality aims 
at a particular case it goes wrong; it 
should apply to the statute. 
Governors and other officers are 
sworn to uphold and enforce the law, 
and no reservation is made for the 
feelings their sentiments may prompt, 
Unfortunately the innocent must 
suffer when the guilty are punished, 
but that is not our fault and cannot 
be avoided by us. 
Poetry has its place, ang a noble one, 
but it bears no relation to the enforce- 


ment of law and order.

Using Genesis xi: 824 “There- 
fore shaH a man leave his father and 
his mother and shall cleave unto his 
wife, and they shall be one flesh,” as 
his text, Dr. Little said in part: 

“This passage of Scripture is quoted

profound interest to every child of God 


to study the meaning of it and to obey 


‘its injunctions to the very lIetter, 


as 
the marital relations depend upon this. 
Before sin entered the world God in- 
stituted marriage, and it is of deep 
interest to us to notice that the mar- 
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riage instituticn was not connected 
with sin. First of all, it was insti- 
tuted when man was perfect and with- 
out sin. God instituted the church 
because man was a sinner and man 
needed it, and it has been a help to 
him. It is said that some matches 
are made in heaven, but I have often 
wondered where the 1,706,000 matches 
were made that ended in the divorce 
courts last year? 

“If marriage was instituted by God, 
why not consult God before entering 
into marriages? I believe, brethren, 
if there was more prayer and more 
asking of Divine guidance as to mar- 
Triage, there would be less divorces in 
the courts today. Consult God, not de- 
sires.” 

It was here in his sermon that Dr. 
Little made an appeal for mofe homes 
and less bearding houses for young 
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one responsive chord, which remained still and hidden, until it 
was set vibrating to mercy by—a poem.

He charges 
alarming prevalence of drinking and 
gaming among the students. Columbia 
he ranks the worst, but conditions at 
Harvard, Princeton and Cornell, he de- 
clares, are almost is bad. 

Of the students at Harvard, 90 per 
cent drink in their freshmem year, 95 
per cent in their senior year, and 15 
per cent of them go irretrievably to 
the bad, according to the report of an 
investigation which Mr, Crane had 
mad Mr. Crane has spent much time 
and mohey putting under scrutiny the 
result of higher or college education. 
So bitter is he in consequence that he 
declares colleges do more harm than 
good. 

Mr. Crane says in his report: 

What Crane Says. 


“An outsider can scarcely believe the 
amount of drinking that goes on in 
the club rooms of the csllege. Refer- 
ring particularly to Harvard, I esti- 
mate the number of students who com- 
bine in a mild degree wine and bad 
women 65 per cent, who drink heavily 
35 per cent; who have two or three 
‘bats’ a year. 45 per cent. 

“I do not doubt that even a worse 
State of affairs exists at other col- 
leges. At Princeton it is beer, beer, 
beer. The town has license and the 
2ody of students, in my miné, drink 
even more than Harvard men. On one 
occasion I believe there must have 
been more than 300 students dead 
drunk. 

“At Yale drinking is recognized in 
80 great a degree that clubs have 
their tables in the barrooms. I was 
never so struck in my life as when I 
found New Haven the dissolute, de- 
bauched and whisky town that it is. 
Some time ago the statement appeared 
in a New Haven paper tnat there were 
2,000 fallen women in that city. 

“At Cornell the conditions are some- 
what the same, although I believe Cor- 
nell students do not carry their ex- 
cesses so far as do boys at Princeton, | 
Yale and Cambridge. The Cornell boys 
are great on beer, as are also the men 
at Prinecton. 


Debauchery at Columbia. 


“At Columbia I belleve there exists 
more debauchery than at any other 
college on account of its proximity 
to the famous resorts of the city. If 
further proof be necessary, let me 
quote from a letter received fram E. C. 
Mercer, who is special secretary of the 
Association of the Colleges of North 
America, and he is following thig mat- 
ter up for the association, which shows 
that it has taken upon itself the work 
of reforming college men. 

“He is its special agent and visiting 
the colleges ang delivering a lecture 
entitled ‘College Men I Have Met in 
the Slums and Prisons of New York,’ 
he says: 

“‘T did say, and have written proof 
to back me up, that I have met person- 
ally and have heard from the most re- 
liable authorities of some 1,200 college- 
bred men in the slums, prisons, jalls 
and sanitariums who were down and 
out through fast living. The noted 
bread line in our city has constantly 
in it college-bred men.’” 

The rest of Mr. Crane’s report is a 
story of drinking, immorality, brawl- 
ing and reckless money-spending. He 
gives many examples, and says the 
proof is irrefutable. The report, which 
is reported in the current number of 
The Valve World, owned by Mr. Crane, 
describes unsparingly student dissipa- 
tion, and is a remorseless indictment 
of not only the universities, but of the 
municipal government that permits 


such conditions.

“The success or failure of our home 
life makes or breaks us all,” he said. 
‘If things go right at home, they go 
right everywhere; if things go wrong 
at home, they go wrong everywhere. 
The vast majority of unhappy homes, 
domestic tragedies and divorces is due 
to the fact that men and women have 
not been taught how to live together. 

One section of the sermon follows: 

“All well born and properly consti- 
tuted young people fall in love. in 
a normal and natural human experi- 
ence the question of marriage is no 
more a matter of cold calculation than 
is the mating of birds, or the blooming 
of flowers. When everything goes 4s 
it ought to go, the affections of young 
hearts burst into blossom like the 
roses, and hand in hand, under the im- 
pulse of this divine emotion, they make 
the marriage altar with- 
out a thought or doubt as to what is 
sacrificed or gained. 

Many Abnormal Experiences. 

‘But in the strain or struggle of 
life, there are so meny abnormal ex- 
periences, and many people grow out 
of that divine period of impulse and 
instinct, into another period of reflec - 
tion and calculation. With them mar- 
riage becomes a ‘question. The di- 
lemma, To marry or not to marry? is 
a tragedy like ‘to be or not to be. 

“Let us think about the profit and 
loss of marriage. What do we avoid 
by staying single? First, we avoid 
the risk of drawing a blank, or of 
catching a Tartar. Certainly if mar-

of chance. Nothing is surer than that 
the real vital traits of character are 
a post-martial discovery. The Chinese 
proverb says: ‘It mekes no difference 
whom you marry, you will find out 
the next morning that you married 
somebody else.’ Enormous risks are 
taken in the matter of marriage, but 
the same is true in the acquirement 
of any great good.

No 
man is complete, has lived through his 
proper experiences. has tasted of life, 
unless he nas attained the dignity and 
glory of becoming a husband and futh- 
er. These are a part of manhood and 
a man is something less than he is 
capable of being, if, for any reason, he 
stops short of these. The same is true 
of a woman. She was created to com- 
plete herself by becoming the wife and 
mother, and she loses somothing of the 
richness and development of her per- 
sonality if this glory is denied her. No 
soul has tried the deepest and richest 
experiences of life woo has not loved.

ATTACKS TAFT’S 
‘DIVORCE VIEWS 


John C. Richberg Says Execu- 
tive Is Mistaken on Subject 
of Uniform Divorce. 


wr 


Chicago, September 10—John C. 
Richberg, president of the Illinois com- 
mission on uniform laws, declared to- 
day that President Taft is seriously 
mistaken on the subject of uniform 
divorce. Mr. Richberg’s statement was 
brought out by the announcement that 
Mr, Taft will discuss the divorce ques- 
tion freely while on a 13,000-mile tour, 
beginning next Friday, and will urge 
the. necessity of a uniform law. 

In more than 90 per cent of the 
statis of the tunicn, according to Mr. 
Richberg, there is already undformity 
of legislation on the “crux of the di- 
vorce question—namely, causes for di- 
vorce.”’ 

“What President Taft is mistaken 
about,” said Mr. Richberg in an inter-

“This divorce code contains all the 
feautres to which the president had 


made reference, and has a provision 
that no divorce shall be absolute until 


absolutely prohibiting marriage with- 
in that period in any state. The code 
also has most excellent features 
against what are known as migratory 
divorces, as it requires a residence of 
two years before proceedings can be 
instituted. 

“Regarding the crux of the divorce 


the code names six, and they were 
then and are now legally in force in 
more than 90 per cent of the states of 
the union—adultery, bigamy, felony, 
cruelty, desertion and drunkenness. 

“The president will undoubtedly be 
doing a good work by calling public 
attention to the necessity of the dif- 
ferent states adopting the uniform 4di- 
vorce code as a whole. Action already 
has been taken by New Jersey, Dela- 
ware and Wisconsin. I trust that the 
president will especially see that the 
code is adopted in the District of Co- 
lumbia. This would have a most mark- 
ed and effective influence in the states 
and bring about what the president ad- 
vocates, particularly as such a law 
would be enacted by the national house 
and senate, representing as nearly as 
possible the average sentiment of the 
whole American peogle.” , 


PRICES ENCOURAGING 
IN STEEL MARKET 


Orders Will Keep 7 5 Per Cent 
of the Steel Mills 
Engaged. 


New York, September 10.—The vol- 
ume of business in tron and steel 
products last week suffereq from con- 
traction because of the labor holiday 
and the inactivities_ of the railroads, 
but miscellaneous ‘orders for finished 
steel still are coming in at a rate’ 

at keeps approximately 75 per cent; 
of the steel mill capacity engaged. 

August records aii afong the line 
were notably encouraging. In finished 
lines the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration reported Saturday an increase 
of 111,900 tons in unfilled orders which 
on the first of September aggregated 
3,695,985 tons. New contracts were 
booked in August aggregating 1,053,- 
000 tons, or at the rate of 39,000 tons 
per day, exclusive of Sundays. Ship- 
mente were about $40,000 tons. The 
corporation produced 1,228,000 tons of 
steel ingots and 975,000 tons of pig 
iron during the month. The American 
Steel and Wire Company did an un- 
usually heavy business in August, 
Sales aggregating 190,000 tons and 
shipments 140,000 tons. The American 
Steel ang Tin Plate Company continued 
active and September Ist was operat- 
ing 79 per cent of tin mill capacity. 
The National Tube Company also gain- 
ed 1 to 2 per cent. 

Although the recenr activity has 
continued at the expense of prices, the 
situation was somewhat improved ‘ast 
week. Keen competition continues, 
however, in fabricated steel. The

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MEXIC ELECTION 
TO BE POSTPONED 


Congress Likely to Grant the 
Request of Reyes for 
Delay. : 


Mexico City, September  10.—Dele- 
gates to the Reyes convention in all 
probability will join this week in the 
petition to congress for a postpone- 
ment of the presidential elections. This 
was the opinion *frequently expressed 
in the lobbies of the hall, where the 
initial session of the convention was 
held today. That congress may grant 
the request is not improbable, since a 
majority of that body are-men .who 
were named during the Diaz regime, 
and are inclined to agree with those 
who insist tnat the nation’s affairs are 
yet too turbulent to permit of an im- 
partial vote being taken, but if a new 
date is fixed it will be against the vig- 
orous protest of the Maderistas, who 
realize the danger of giving their po- 
litical enemies more time. 

Tomorrow it is «xpected most of the 
convention’s preliminary work will be 


completed, and that on the following | 


day the work of choosing General Ber- 
nardo Reyes’ running mate will be well 
under way. Some five hundred dele- 
gates are here, and a few more en 
route.

vention, but practically all of the men

Then he car- 
ried out a plan which he had for long 
conceiveqd of retiring to Siberia and 
living there under an assumed name. 
Schilder, the ‘historian, professes to 
have satisfieg himself that at all 
events the remains in the Cathedral 
of Peter and Paul are those of the 
courier. Schilder asserts that he learn- 
ed this much from the children of 
Markof. 

According to the legend, Alexander 
I. of Russia died in Siberia in 1864, 
but history records that he died at 
Taganrog in: 1825. It seems that in 
18265 -a mysterious stranger appeared 
in. Stberia.. He. gave his name as Fe- 
dor Kdemich~and never. revealed any 
other or. the place whence ‘he: came. 
He lived the life of a hermit and was 
received generally with respect. In 
1856 he accepted the invitatio nof a 
rich merchant to take up his abode in 
his house at Tomsk. There he was 


very retired and held communication 
only with Mille. Kromof and the mer- 
chant, her father. Every one who 
saw him was. struck with his  ex- 
traordinary resemblance to the gqe- 
funct czar.

‘Perhaps nothing illustrates better: 
the vicissitudes of pronunciation in 
English than a study of what is called 
the “Irish brogue.”

years ago. Even so late as fifty or sixty years back these improved plows 
were called “patent” plows, often in derision—at least in the south, as the 
writer well remembers, and the farmer who had the temerity to buy and 
attempt to use them on his farm was thought to be taking the first step 
toward the poorhouse. , 

There were plenty of home-made wooden plowstocks—costing one dollar 
each, if made by the wheelwright—‘scooters” and “shovels” and “buzzard- 
wing’ sweeps. A plowman was expected to “break up” not more than 
three-quarters of an acre in a day to the depth of two or three inches, and 
to make four to six end-to-end trips in a five or six-foot corn row, and two 
to three trips in a three-foot cotton row, in order to go over the crop one 
time, to be repeated at the end of three and six weeks. To come right 
squarely (or bluntly) to the point, there are yet farmers throughout the 
broad expanse of the south who use plows and follow methods that are but 
little, if any, better than were used by those who voted for Clay and 
Frelingheyson, or Polk and Dallas in 1844! 

The Modern Plow. The plow of today, as used by the progressive farm- 
er of today, is to the plow of that day as the self-binder is to the grain 
cradle of our “daddies,” or as the modern spinning jenny ts to the 
spinning wheel of our great-grandmothers. It may be truly said that the 
successful farmer of the present may be known by the plows that he uses. 

There is a great variety of styles and different makes cf plows, and 
very nearly all of them are more or less good, yet there is room for wise 
choice between them. The “chilled” cast iron, the steel mold- 
boards, case-hardened points and lansides all have their particular uses. 

The poorest of them are, perhaps, better than the best that could be 
turned out by the neighborhood blacksmith or the crossroad wheelwright 
of the former days. The best plows are extensively advertised and many 
may be found at the stores of the hardware and farm implement dealers 
in every considerable town.

other good reason, in using a one-horse implement—whether plow, harrow, 
wagon or what-not—when a two, three or four-horse implement or vehicle 
is practicable. A two-horse plow, with one man at the handles, will do 
more than twice as much work—dquantity and quality considered—as may 
be done by a one-horse plow, at an increased cost of the labor of one 
horse only. And so, in like proportion, as the number of horses increases. 
The rule holds good in every conceivable kind of work that may be done 
by one man and two or more horses. . 

Disk Plows. The disk plow—single or double disk, and gang—is of quite 
recent invention and introduction, but no agricultural implement of modern 
times has been received with such an approach to universal favor. An 
essential advantage in every form of disk plow is that it is self-scouring, 
every disk having its cleaning scraper. This peculiar advantage enables 
it to do good work in the toughest, stickiest soils. It is also particularly a 
hard-ground plow. I have seen a threehorse, single disk plow cut furrow 
after furrow, ten to twelve inches deep, in crossing an old field road that 
had become hard and tough from years of tramping and teaming over it, 
as “hard and dry as a brick,” as one said, 

The reversible disk plow enables the operator to throw every furrow 
slice down hill, a very great advantage when breaking a hillside or terraced 
field. The reversible is almost automatic in the facility with which the 
disk may be reversed at the end of each furrow run. After witnessing for 
several hours the performance of a three-horse reversible disk on a hillside 
(terraced), I pronounced it the best machine for the purpose intended I 
had ever seen in a field—so Sperfect was the adaptation of means to the 
end, and I bought it on the spot. 

Gang Piows, Etc. It were desirable, if limitations permitted, to go more 
into detail in regard to gang moldboard plows, gang disk plows and other im- 
plements drawn by one team in gangs of three or more shares or disks. It 
may be sufficient at present to say that the greater the number—within 
moderate limits—of plow shares, disks, etc., attached to one or more frames 
and drawn by a motor, or by a number of animals, and guided by one man, 
the greater the economy of human muscle. 

It may be objected that the “lay of the land” in the south does not gen- 
erally permit the use of these two and three-horse implements. This objec- 
tion is imaginary rather than real, and is generally urged by those who have 
never tried them rather than by farmers who have used them. There are 
millions of acres of land in the south that are perfectly adapted to the use 
of all improved implements and machinery, or may be made so at reasonable 
cost of labor. Stumps and imbedded rocks may be blasted out. They are 
just as much in the way of every other implement, and should not be toler- 
ated on any well-improved farm. In the state of New York I have seen land 
so hilly and broken that a place leve] enough to set a four-legged table on it 
could hardly be found, and yet every nook and corner and every sugar-loafed 
hilltop had been plowed, disked, harrowed, sown and harvested of its wheat 
by two-horse implements. A field that cannot be got into shape to permit the 
use of improved implements is fit for nothing but pasture and should be put 
in Bermuda grass or “something better’—if it can be found. 

“Scooters” and “Twisters.” Away with “scooters” and “twisters,” and 
one-horse implements generally, whenever and wherever it is possible, or may 
be made possible, to use double and treble teams. There is a small place for 
them on every farm, and they should be confined to that space. 

Gasoline and Steam Plow Motors. The use of these engines in the south 
so far has been limited, especially in the Atlantic and eastern gulf region. 
Their use, however, has been found quite satisfactory in the level prairie 
regions of the southeastern cotton states, and there is good reason to believe 
that they will gradually come into extensive use in all the states bordering 
the sea and the gulf. The writer firmly believes that they will be found just 
as well adapted for use in the sections indicated as are gasoline auto cars 
and gasoline freighting trucks.

SOWING OATS—SEED OATS. 

The unusually fine oat crop of last 
spring will doubtless induce the plant- 
ing of a larger area in oats than has 
been sown in many years.

PEAS. 

B. F. Thompsen, Meridian. Miss.—tI 
Fave the carbon bisulphide, and I 
wish to know if tt wili kill pee wea- 
vils in peas in the hull, and how to 
use it. Will it be poisonous to people 
or stock to eat the peas? 

Answer—The carbon bisuliphide wil’ 
destroy the insects in peas. just as 
well as it will those in corn, and it 
may be managed in the same wa’. 
Put the peas in an airtight receptacie 
and the bisulphide in shaliow tins 
about over the surface, using abot 
one pound of the liquid to every 100 
cubic feet of space. Have no fire 
about and do not breathe the vapor 
freely, as it is poligonous. The peas 
or other grain will not be hurt in any 
Way, nor rendered poisonovse. Send to 
Edward R. Taylor, Penn Yan, N. Y., 
fur any further information (printed, 
and for the sulphide.

BLAME MARE. 

J. W. B., Sr., Monroe, Ga..—I have a 
family. mare that is lame in ankle of 
right foreleg and it seems to be swol- 
len after a hard drive. Please give me 
a remedy for this trouble and What 
the disease is. 

Answer—tThere are so many different 
causes of lameness that it is not possi- 
ble as a rule to say what is the cause 
in a particular case without a very 
particular description of symptoms. 
Certain details of treatment, however, 
are proper in all cases of lameness. 
The first of these ig absolute rest 60 
long as lameness persists, or shall fol- 
low work. The next is bathing the 
sore or tender place for half hour, or 
longer, at a time, three times a day, 
using cold water in warm weather and 
very hot water in cold weather. Then 
apply a lotion of one-half ounce sugar 
of lead, two ounces of laudanum in one 
quart of water. This lotion will tend 
to reduce the swelling and remove anv 
soreness. If, after several days or a 
week, lameness shall continue it may 
be well to try blistering, by rubbing 
well in around the joint and ointment 
of one part cantharides to six parts of 
lard or vaseline. Rub in a little once 
a week and give complete rest. Let re- 
main 24 hours, then wash gff and 
grease with clean lard. Keep the ani- 
mal’'s head tied up for 10 or 12 hours 
to prevent biting the place. 


STUMP-SUCKING HORSE. 

J. E. B., Celo, N. C.—I have a nice 
young filly 4 years old that has the 
habit called stump-stucking. I wish to 
know if there is a way to break her 
from it, and if so, how’? I'm a close 
reader of your valuable department: 
it is worth the price of the paper 
alone. Thanking you for a reply. 

Answer—You are correct in calling 
it a habit, or vice, for it is not a 
disease. The vice is generally con- 
sidered incurable. The following may 
help in some cases, but is not a cure: 
Two ounces of common soda, 1 ounce 
of powdereg gentian, 2 ounces linseed 
meal. Mix and give a tablespoonfu! 
morning and night in the feed. The 
habit is injurious in that it may cause’ 
indigestion, colic, emaciation and gen- 
eral weakness. 


; PARAPLEGGIA OF HOG. 

G. K. Teasiey, Canton, Ga.—I have @ 
fine large sow recently brought pigs. 
She is pow down in her hindparts in 
a sitting position and drags herself 
about in this position. Cannot rige 
in her hindparts. What is the trouble 
and what is the remedy? 

Answer—The trouble is paraplegia, 
or paralysis of the hidparts, com- 
monly called “down in the loins,” a 
very common ailment of hogs. In the 
early stage of the disease give 2 
tablespoonfuls of castor oil with I or 
2 drops of croton oil in it. Ag soon 
as the oil operates commence giving 
16 grains of iodide of potassium three. 
times a day in the drinking water. If 
the animal will not take it in the 
drinking water put it in a little water 
in a spoon and give it. In three days 
if not improved give from 2 to 3 drops 
of fluid extract of nux vomica and 
from 10 to 15 drops 6f oil of gaultheria 
in a tablespoonful of sweet oil three 
times a day. Also rub the back, loins 
and hips once a day with a little com- 
pound soap liniment. Feed on catmeal

“Our break with Mr. Roosevelt, and 
I verily believe it is a break that will 
slowly but surely extend to the Chris- 
tian rank and file, is not because he 
speaks in a tone disparaging to the 
president of the United States and the 
English statesmen who have given un- 
qualified approval to the Anglo-Ameri- 
can treaty. It is true, he classes the 
advocates of the treaty with an ‘amia- 
ple sentimentality,’ ‘ingrained personal 
timidity,’ which is incapable of think- 
ing straight. I wonder what Premier 
Asquith, Mr. Balfour, Sir Edward Gray 
and the intellectual and political lead- 
ers of England, who gathered in Guild 
hall to pronounce upon the treaty as 
the highest statesmanship of the cen- 
tury, must thing of Mr, Roosevelt's ill- 
concealed contempt for their. inferior 
mental capacity for thinking intelli- 
gently on the subject? 

Champions National Pugilism. 
“But this is not the ground for 
Christian criticism of Mr. Roosevelt. He 
is not our shattered idol, because he 
assumes so much mental superiority to 
President Taft and others, but because 
when he champions so conspicuously 
the principle of national pugilism as 
the ideal for American youth.

It is now Mr. Roose- 
velt who throws himself violently 
against the noblest peace proposition 
of the century. hen he stood up 
before kings at Christiana and re- 
ceived that prize he uttered words 
which sound strange today in the light 
of what the pending treaties aim to 
secure in the way of a fay less drastic 
provision for compelling peace, than 
he himself proposed at that time. Mr. 
Roosevelt said in the flush ’of his hon- 
ors, “The power to command peace 
could best be assured by some combi- 
nation between those great nations 
which sincerely desire peace and have

and to impress upon the country how 
the court proposes the law should be 
enforced. 

It is planned by the court in the 
first month of its session to hear argu- 
ments in the so-called “hard coal case,” 
the “cotton corner case” and the “St. 
Louise bridge case.” Probably later 
in the session the court may consider 
the so-called “turpentine trust case,” 
Each involves knotty problems grow- 
ing out of attempts of the government 
to punish alleged violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

With the exception of the so-called 
“turpentine case” the government has 
been defeated in the lower court, and 
has appealed to the supreme court to 
uphold its interpreation of the law. 

Hard Coal Case. 

The “hard coal case” constitutes a 
government attack on the principal 
anthracite coal-carrying railroads and 
coal-owning companies in Pennsylva- 
nia, It is claimed that since 1895 these 
companies have been parties to a com- 
bination and conspiracy with the gen- 
eral object of ending competition 
among themselves in the transporta- 
tion and sale of anthracite coal and of 
preventing the sale of the independent 
output in competition with their own, 
designing thereby to secure to them- 
selves a virtual monoply. 

Besides this general conspiracy al- 
leged, a number of little conspiracies, 
not only forming a part of the gen- 
erai conspiracy, but occupying an in- 
dependent existence, have been charged 
by the government. All the charges 
were overruled by the lower court, the 
United States: circuit court for eastern 
Pennsylvania, except that concernitg 
the so-called “little combinations,” the 
Temple Iron Company. In that in- 
stance, an injunction was granted. 

Cotton Corner Case. 

Nothing like the “cotton corner case” 
has even been before the supreme court, 
it is said. The government will ask 
the court to overrule the action of the 
United States circuit court of New York 
in striking out of an indictment 
against James A, Patten, Hugene G. 
Scales, Frank B. Hayne and William 
P. Brown three counts. The counts 
charged in substance that these men 
conspired to monoplize the interstate 
trade and commerce in available cot- 
ton by acquiring enough of that com- 
modity on the New York cotton ex- 
change to give the alleged conspira- 
tors powers to fix arbitrary and ex- 
cessive prices, 

It was charged that they knew the 
natural result of running a “corner” 
would be to obstruct the cotton trade 
end injure bona fide spinners and man- 
ufacturers by compelling them, in buy- 
ing cotton, to compete with “short” 
sellers who would be purchasing under 
the abnormal conditions produced by 
the “corner.” 

The lower court held. that the re- 
straint of the trade of the spinner and 
manufacturer was remote and indirect 
and the operation of “running a cor- 
ner”’ on the market was not a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

St. Louis Bridge Case. 

In _ the. “St, ng bridge case” the 
governmeént claims that the agreement 
whereby the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion of St. Louis acquired the owner- 
ship and control and operates the “Eads 
bridge” and the “Merchants’ bridge” 
across the Mississippi river, violate the 
Sherman anti-trust law. The United 
States circuit court for eastern Mis- 
sourit dismissed the bill. 

The so-called “turpentine trust 
case’’ involved the validity of the in- 
dictment and conviction of head offi- 
cilals of the American Naval Stores 
Company on charges of having violated 
the Sherman anti-trust law. Last 
spring the court declined to advance 
the case for early hearing, but it is 
believed possibly will do so this sea- 
son.
